1 . SUMMARY: AT CCD PLENARY ON AUG 15, SOV REP MADE STATE- 
MENT REVIEWING SOV POLICY ON NEW TYPES AND SYSTEMS OF 
WEAPONS OF MASS DESTRUCTION (NEW MDW). SOV REP EXPRESSED 
WILLINGNESS TO CONSIDER AGREEMENTS ON SPECIFIC MDW AND 
SPOKE OPTIMISTICALLY ABOUT STATUS OF US-USSR RW NEGOTIA- 
TIONS. SOV REP RESTATED STANDARD SOV POSITIONS ON AD HOC 
GROUP OF EXPERTS TO CONSIDER NEW MDW AND CONVENTION TO 
PROHIBIT NEUTRON WEAPONS. AT AUG 17 PLENARY, NIGERIAN 
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REP CHIDED CCD FOR WASTING TIME, WITHHELD JUDGMENT ON OUT- 
COME OF SSOD, AND EXPRESSED DISAPPOINTMENT AT BOTH STATUS 
OF CTB NEGOTIATIONS AND PAUCITY OF INFORMATION GIVEN TO 
CCD ON THIS VITAL SUBJECT. SPEAKING ON AUG 17, JAPANESE 
REP URGED EARLY CONCLUSION OF SALT AND CTB IN ADDITION TO 
BEGINNING OF TALKS ON CUT-OFF. HE ALSO URGED THAT WORK OF 
AD HOC SEISMIC EXPERTS AND EXPERIMENTAL EXERCISE PROCEED 
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WITHOUT DELAY, CALLED FOR PRESENTATION TO CCD OF PORTION 
OF CW AGREEMENT DEALING WITH SCOPE, AND STRESSED IMPOR 
TANCE OF CONVENTIONAL ARMS CONTROL. UK REP IN STATEMENT 
ON AUG 17 RESPONDED TO EARLIER SWEDISH QUESTIONS ADDRES- 
SED TO CCD NUCLEAR WEAPON STATES, REVIEWED RESULTS OF 
SSOD, AND OUTLINED FAMILIAR UK VIEWS ON PRINCIPAL DISARM- 
AMENT SUBJECTS. ON AUG 15, 16, AND 17 INFORMALS ON NEW 
MDW WERE HELD WITH PARTICIPATION OF EXPERTS. USSR, 

HUNGARY, DZECHOSLOVAKIA, GDR, AND POLAND PRODUCED "EX- 
PERTS" WHO DESCRIBED DANGER OF SUCH POTENTIAL NEW MDW AS 
INFRASOUND, CHARGED PARTICLES, ELECTROMAGNETIC WAVES, 
NEUTRON WEAPONS, AND INDUCED RADIATION WEAPONS. EXPRES- 
SIONS OF SUPPORT FOR SOVIET-PROPOSED COMPREHENSIVE 
AGREEMENT PROHIBITING NEW MDW AND BAN ON NEUTRON WEAPONS 
WERE REPEATED. END SUMMARY. 

2. DURING AUG 15 PLENARY, SOV REP (LIKHATCHEV) MADE STATE- 
MENT REVIEWING SOVIET POLICY ON NEW TYPES AND SYSTEMS OF 
WEAPONS OF MASS DESTRUCTION. AFTER RECALLING SOVIET PRO- 
POSAL FOR AN MDW CONVENTION AND FOR ESTABLISHMENT OF CCD 
AD HOC GROUP ON MDW, LIKHATCHEV QUOTED FROM PARAS 39 AND 
77 OF SSOD FINAL DOCUMENT TO EMPHASIZE THE CONCERN FELT 
BY OTHER COUNTRIES RE NEW MDW. HE THEN REPEATED THE 
USSR'S WILLINGNESS ALSO TO ALLOW FOR THE POSSIBILITY OF 
CONCLUDING SPECIFIC AGREEMENTS ON NEW MDW AS THEY ARE 
IDENTIFIED. HE REFERRED TO SOVIET PARTICIPATION IN RW 
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TALKS AND STATED "AT PRESENT THEY (THE TWO NEGOTIATING 
PARTIES) HAVE PRACTICALLY COME TO THE COMPLETION OF 
REACHING AGREEMENT ON THE PROVISIONS OF A POSSIBLE CON- 
VENTION ON THE PROHIBITION OF RADIOLOGICAL WEAPONS.” 
RETURNING TO WESTERN APPROACH WHICH PROVIDES ONLY FOR A 
POSSIBILITY OF CONCLUDING SPECIFIC AGREEMENTS ON PARTI- 
CULAR NEW MDW AS THEY ARE IDENTIFIED, LIKHATCHEV STATED 
SOVIETS DID NOT UNDERSTAND OBJECTIONS TO CREATION OF AN 
AD HOC GROUP OF GOVERNMENTAL EXPERTS ON NEW MDW. SOV 
REP CONCLUDED HIS REMARKS BY RESTATING STANDARD SOVIET 
POSITION ON NEUTRON WEAPONS AND SUGGESTING THAT THE 
SOCIALIST COUNTRIES' PROPOSAL FOR PROHIBITION OF NUCLEAR 
NEUTRON WEAPONS BE IMPLEMENTED AND THAT NEGOTIATIONS ON 
THIS SUBJECT BE STARTED WITHOUT DELAY. 

3. AT AUG 17 PLENARY, NIGERIAN REP (ADENIJI) CHIDED CCD 
FOR WASTING TIME DEBATING RESULTS OF SSOD, WHICH HE SAID 
WOULD BE BUSINESS OF RECONVENED UN DISARMAMENT COMMISSION 
CUNDC). RATHER THAN NEGOTIATING DISARMAMENT AGREEMENTS. 

HE SAID SELF-CONGRATULATION ABOUT SSOD WOULD BE PREMATURE 
IN ANY CASE, IN LIGHT OF MEAGER FOLLOW-THROUGH ON DECI- 
SIONS TAKEN AT EARLIER UN SPECIAL SESSIONS. ADENUI LA- 
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MENTED THAT A CTB SEEMED STILL FAR AWAY, EXPRESSED 
"UTTER DISAPPOINTMENT" AT UK STATEMENT ON STATUS OF TRI- 
LATERAL NEGOTIATIONS (REF A), AND SAID TENDENCY TO GIVE 
CCD ONLY GENERAL AND LIMITED INFO ON THIS VITAL SUBJECT 
BOTH IMPUGNED TRUSTWORTHINESS OF OTHER MEMBERS AND UNDER 
RATED THEIR POTENTIAL CONTRIBUTION. HE SUGGESTED NEW CD 
BE GIVEN A DRAFT CTBT AS A "BIRTHDAY PRESENT". 

4. JAPANESE REP (OGISO) SET OUT JAPANESE ARMS CONTROL 
PRIORITIES IN WAKE OF SSOD AT AUG 17 PLENARY. IN NUCLEAR 
AREA HE APPEALED FOR EARLY CONCLUSION OF SALT II AND CTB 
AND URGED US AND USSR TO BEGIN "PROMPTLY" EXPLORATORY 
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UNCLAS SECTION 02 OF 03 GENEVA 12771 

TALKS ON CUT-OFF OF PRODUCTION OF FISSIONABLE MATERIALS 
FOR WEAPONS PURPOSES. HE ALSO URGED THAT WORK OF EXPERTS 
ON SEISMOLOGICAL DATA EXCHANGE AND AN EXPERIMENTAL EXER- 
CISE TO SUPPORT CTB PROCEED WITHOUT DELAY AND BE REPORTED 
PROMPTLY TO CD. TURNING TO US/SOVIET CW TALKS, OGISO CAL- 
LED FOR PRESENTATION TO CCD NOW OF AT LEAST PART OF PROPO- 
SED AGREEMENT, SUCH AS SCOPE OF CHEMICAL AGENTS TO BE BAN- 
NED, SO OTHER COUNTRIES WOULD BEGIN WORK ON IT WHILE US AND 
SOVIET UNION CONTINUED TO WORK ON AREAS WHERE BILATERAL 
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AGREEMENT HAD NOT YET BEEN REACHED. OGISO REITERATED IM- 
PORTANCE JAPAN ATTACHES TO CONVENTIONAL ARMS CONTROL. ACK- 
NOWLEDGED COMPLEXITY AND DELICACY OF DEALING WITH INTERNA- 
TIONAL TRANSFERS (CAT), AND ARGUED THAT A REGIONAL APPROACH 
ALONE WOULD NOT SUFFICE. HE CALLED FOR MULTIPLICATION OF 
SUPPLIER CONSULTATIONS LIKE THOSE UNDER WAY BETWEEN US AND 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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USSR AND FOR EARLY START ON AN INTERNATIONAL EXPERTS STUDY 
ON CAT RESTRAINT, CARRIED OUT WITHIN FRAMEWORK OF THE UN. 

5. AT AUG 17 PLENARY. UK REP (ASHE) RESPONDED TO FIVE 
QUESTIONS ON PLANS FOR "NON-STRATEGIC' NUCLEAR ARMS IN 
EUROPE (MINI-NUKES. ERW, IR/MRBMS, ETC.) POSED BY SWEDISH 
REP (THORSSEN) TO CCD NUCLEAR WEAPON STATES ON JULY 20 
(REF B). ASHE SAID HIS GOVERNMENT "HAS NO PLANS AND HAS 
TAKEN NO DECISIONS WHICH WOULD REQUIRE ME TO REGISTER AN 
AFFIRMATIVE RESPONSE" TO ANY OF THE THORSSEN QUESTIONS. 

BUT HE WENT ON TO POINT OUT THAT MINI-NUKES AND WARHEADS 
WITH TAILORED EFFECTS, SUCH AS ERW. HAD BEEN KNOWN ABOUT 
FOR YEARS, WERE NUCLEAR WEAPONS, AND LIKE OTHER NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS "WILL CONTINUE TO BE ASSESSED PRIMARILY IN THEIR 
UTILITY UNUSED AS INSTRUMENTS OF DETERRENCE AND NOT OF 
FIGHTING WARS." HE ALSO REVIEWED RESULTS OF SSOD, WHICH HE 
CHARACTERIZED AS "MODERATELY POSITIVE", AND IN LARGELY 
FAMILIAR TERMS OUTLINED UK VIEWS ON PRINCIPAL DISARMAMENT 
SUBJECTS (ROLE OF NEW CS, SALT, MBFR, CTB, NON-PROLIFERA- 
TION, CW, NEW MDW, AND CAT). IN WHAT SEEMED GENTLE PROD 
TO US AND USSR TO SPEED UP CW NEGOTIATIONS, ASHE SAID HE 
HOPED UK DRAFT CONVENTION TABLED AUGUST 1976 WOULD BE OF 
USE ONCE SUBJECT WAS REMITTED TO CD FOR DISCUSSION. HE 
SAID QUESTION OF DEFINITION HAD BEEN LARGELY RESOLVED AS A 
RESULT OF EARLIER CCD WORK AND THAT SOLVING VERIFICATION 
PROBLEM "REMAINS THE KEY." ASHE REITERATED UK POSITION 
THAT CCD/CD SHOULD "REMAIN VIGILANT" SO THAT APPROPRIATE 
CONVENTIONS COULD BE NEGOTIATED IF ANY POTENTIAL NEW MDW 
SHOULD BE IDENTIFIED, BUT SAID HIS GOVERNMENT WAS NOT PER- 
SUADED THAT ANY HAD BEEN AND CONTINUED TO OPPOSE COMPREHEN- 
SIVE TREATY SUGGESTED BY SOVIETS. ASHE CALLED FOR UN STUDY 
OF CONVENTIONAL ARMS TRANSFER. HE ALSO SAID UK SUPPORTED 
PROPOSAL IN PARAGRAPH 85 OF SSOD FINAL DOCUMENT THAT CON 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SULTATIONS BE HELD AMONG MAJOR SUPPLIER AND RECIPIENT 
COUNTRIES AND CONSIDERED IT IMPORTANT TO "PRESS AHEAD" 

WITH PROPOSED STUDY OF REGIONAL APPROACH TO DISARMAMENT. 
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6. DURING AUG 15 INFORMALS ON NEW MDW, HUNGARIAN EXPERT 
OUTLINED THE POTENTIAL DANGERS OF INFRASOUND (0 TO 25HZ) AS 
NEW MDW, CITING NEW PUBLISHED DATA WHICH HE DID NOT IDENTI- 
FY. HE STATED THAT LOW INTENSITY OSCILLATIONS AT 7 HZ COR 
RESPONDED TO THE FREQUENCY OF ALPHA WAVES OF THE BRAIN AND 
COULD CAUSE BEHAVIORAL EFFECTS INCLUDING NAUSEA, HEADACHES, 
AND GIDDINESS, WHILE HIGH INTENSITY OSCILLATIONS AT 7-8HZ 
WHICH CORRESPOND TO THE RESONANCE FREQUENCY OF INTERNAL 
ORGANS COULD CAUSE DEATH BY DESTROYING CARDIO- VASCULAR 
SYSTEM OR OTHER INTERNAL ORGANS. HE CLAIMED TECHNOLOGICAL 
ADVANCES WOULD ENABLE CONSTRUCTION OF INFRASOUND WEAPONS 
AT LESS EXPENSE THAN ANY EXISTING MDW AND DEFENDED THE 
SCIENTIFIC VALIDITY OF METHODOLOGY (EXTRAPOLATION FROM LAB 
EXPERIMENTS) USED IN PREPARING NEW MDW ANALYSES. 

7. AT AUG 16 INFORMALS ON NEW MDW, POLISH EXPERT (MALET- 

SKY) ARGUED THAT A NEW MDW COULD BE BASED ON A QUANTITATIVE 
BREAKTHROUGH IN AREA OF KNOWN PRINCIPLES, NEW TECHNOLOGICAL 
DEVELOPMENTS, OR DISCOVERY OF NEW PHENOMENA OR NEW INTER- 
ACTIONS IN DIFFERENT FIELDS OF SCIENCE. HE STATED THAT THE 
POTENTIAL DANGER WAS INCREASED AS A RESULT OF THE FASTER 
PACE OF SCIENTIFIC ADVANCEMENT AND REDUCED TIME REQUIRED TO 
DEVELOP WEAPONS. SUPPORTING THE SOVIET PROPOSAL FOR AN AD 
HOC GROUP OF EXPERTS TO STUDY NEW MDW, HE STATED PARTICULAR 
ATTENTION SHOULD BE PAID TO NEUTRON CHARGED PARTICLES, 
VARIOUS MEANS OF PRODUCING BIOLOGICAL EFFECTS, ACOUSTIC 
WAVES, ELECTROMAGNETIC WAVES, AND RADIATION OF ELECTRO- 
MAGNETIC MATERIAL. MALETSKY NOTED THAT PROBLEMS OF VERIFI- 
CATION COULD BE SOLVED BY ' GOOD WILL AND GOOD FAITH OF 
STATES ", PLUS ENLIGHTENED SELF-INTEREST.

8. GDR EXPERT (JUNG) ALSO SPOKE AT AUG 16 INFORMALS. JUNG 
MAINTAINED THAT LINEAR ENERGY TRANSFER FROM THE ACCELERA- 
TION OF PARTICLES COULD CAUSE CONSIDERABLE DAMAGE, PARTI- 
CULARLY TO CHROMOSONE STRUCTURES. HE STATED THAT MICRO- 
WAVES COULD PRODUCE HARMFUL SPECIFIC EFFECTS ON THE BRAIN 
AND THAT NEW MDW COULD EMERGE FROM THE COMBINATION OF DIF- 
FERENT TECHNOLOGIES. HE CONCLUDED THAT BOTH AGREEMENTS 
COVERING SPECIFIC WEAPONS AND A COMPREHENSIVE TREATY PRO- 
HIBITING NEW MDW WERE NEEDED. 

9. SOV EXPERT (KOLESHOV) SPOKE AT AUG 16 NEW MDW INFORMALS 
AND ALSO STRESSED DANGERS ARISING FROM SCIENTIFIC AND TECH- 
NOLOGICAL ADVANCES WHICH REDUCED TIME REQUIRED FOR MILITARY 
APPLICATION OF NEW KNOWLEDGE. HE CHIDED US FOR ARGUING 
THAT THERE ARE NO NEW MDWS WHILE REQUESTING FUNDS TO 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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DEVELOP WEAPONS USING BUNDLES OF CHARGED ACCELERATED PAR- 
TICLES. KULESHOV CHARACTERIZED ERW AS A NEW MDW WHICH 
WILL INVARIABLY LOWER THE NUCLEAR THRESHOLD AND IN AN AT- 
TEMPT TO ESTABLISH A LINK BETWEEN ERW AND INDUCED RADIA- 
TION WEAPONS. ARGUED THAT IN THE ABSENCE OF A PROHIBITION 
OF NEUTRON WEAPONS, THESE WEAPONS COULD BE USED FOR THE 
PRODUCTION OF INDUCED RADIATION WEAPONS. SUCH A WEAPON 
WOULD PRODUCE ITS EFFECTS BY USING NEUTRON FLOW OF A 
NUCLEAR NEUTRON DETONATING DEVICE TO TRANSFORM NON-RADIO- 
ACTIVE MATERIAL INTO RADIOACTIVE MATERIAL AND DISSEMINATED 
IT. HE ALSO REPEATED FAMILIAR SOVIET CALLS FOR TREATIES 
BANNING NEUTRON WEAPONS, A COMPREHENSIVE PROHIBITION ON NEW 
MDW. (COPY OF STATEMENT WILL BE POUCHED TO ACDA/MA.) 

10. DURING AUG 17 INFORMALS ON NEW MDW, HUNGARIAN AND GDR 
REPS DELIVERED BRIEF, PRO-FORMA STATEMENTS ENDORSING SOVIET 
PROPOSED GENERAL CONVENTION AS MOST EFFECTIVE MEANS OF PRE- 
VENTING DEVELOPMENT OF NEW WEAPONS OF MASS DESTRUCTION AND 
HALTING ADVANCE OF MILITARY TECHNOLOGY. GDR REP ALSO 
VOICED SUPPORT FOR SOVIET PROPOSAL FOR AN AD HOC WORKING 
GROUP ON NEW MDW AND URGED PROMPT START OF NEGOTIATION OF 
CONVENTION PROHIBITING "NUCLEAR NEUTRON WEAPONS". HUNGAR- 
IAN REP CIRCULATED SHORT WORKING PAPER ON INFRASOUND 
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WEAPONS, WHICH HE SAID WOULD HOPEFULLY BE A CONTRIBUTION 
LEADING TOWARD EVENTUAL AGREEMENT TO PROHIBIT SUCH WEAPONS. 

1 1 . CCD INFORMALS ON NEW MDW CONCLUDED ON AUG 17 WITH 
STATEMENT BY CZECH "EXPERT" IN WHICH HE REHASHED ARGUMENTS 
IN FAVOR PROPOSED GENERAL CONVENTION BUT MADE NO 
TECHNICAL PRESENTATION ON ANY SPECIFIC CANDIDATE WEAPON. 
CONCERNING ERW, HE ARGUED THAT US CLAIM THAT WEAPON IS 
BASED ON SAME PHYSICAL PRINCIPLES AS OTHER NUCLEAR WEAPONS 
IS TRUE ONLY IN THE ABSTRACT AND THAT THE WEAPON'S PRIMARY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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RELIANCE ON RADIATION RATHER THAN BLAST OR HEAT FOR ITS 
EFFECT MAKES IT A NEW MDW. 

12. COMMENT: SIMILAR SOVIET AND EASTERN EUROPEAN STATE- 
MENTS ON NEW MDW DURING SPRING 1978 SESSION WERE EFFEC- 
TIVELY REBUTTED BY USDEL DURING THAT SESSION. IN DEL'S 

VIEW ANY ADDITIONAL REBUTTAL AT THIS TIME WOULD ONLY SERVE 
TO DIGNIFY AN ALREADY DISCREDITED SOVIET LINE AND WE DO NOT 
PLAN TO MAKE ANY STATEMENTS DIRECTED SPECIFICALLY AT ARGU- 
MENTS PUT FORWARD BY EE GROUP DURING MDW INFORMALS. END 
COMMENT. VANDENHEUVEL 
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
